Summary of reasons for decision: 

The computer image file depicts a young girl who is clearly made uncomfortable and embarrassed 
by posing naked for the camera. The existence of the image is a record of a breach of tmst. The 
photographer has taken advantage of the vulnerability of a young girl who does not have the 
maturity necessary to be aware of possible consequences. The image sexualises the girl's 
youthfulness and vulnerability and exploits the nudity of a child to such a high degree that its 
availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Banning this publication interferes with freedom of expression as set out in sl4 of the New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. This outcome is consistent, however, with parliament's intention 
to limit the availability of publications that exploit the nudity of children and young persons.
